Your Security 



By Information Service Bureau, Social 
Security Board 

Once a worker establishes eligibility 
to receive old-age benefits under the 
Federal Old- Age Benefits Program of 
the Social Security Act, it cannot be 
taken from him. Benefits arc his 
a matter of right. 

Employee's applications for account 
numbers — Form SS-5 — are available 
upon request at local post offices and 
al all field offices of the Social Security 
Hoard. They should be returned when 
filled out to the nearest field office of 
the Hoard, from which the social 
security account number card will be 
issued to the applicant. 

Social security account numbers are 
used in the Cnemployment Compen- 
sation Program administered by the 
State as well as in the Federally ad- 
ministered Old-Age Benefits Program. 

The Old-Age Benefits Program of 
the Social Security Hoard is directed 
toward three primary objectives: 

(1) payment of benefits to quali- 
fied persons as a matter of right 
rather than on the basis of need; 

(2) budgeting the cost of old-age 
annuities to millions of persons^ ac- 
cording to an orderly plan which 
will effect a wise distribution between 
present and future payments (3) pro- 
vision of larger and more stable 
incomes in old age for many indivi- 
duals who have had little economic 
security in the past.
